MONEY ON SUSPECT 


STAINED WITH BLOOD 


Edm onton, A lta , Canada, Nov. i:j. 
•Carrying money stained with w hat 
fs bolieved to be hum an blood, .Joseph 
Cameron alias .J 
Campbell, alias 
Joseph Madore, 
charged with 
the 
double murder of 
Constable 
Frank 
Beevers and of Sam Zoppler. was ar­ 
rested In a hotel room in la* luc w h en 
he was surprised by detectives. 


That Cam* ron offered no resistance 
when arrested is a m atter of wonder 
to many, but is no doubt due to the 
¡'act that Detective Matheson got the 
drop on him before he had time to' 
move. 


Upon Hi® entry of the police su d­ 
denly in the room Cameron " a s cov­ 
ered by the officers’ revolvers 
“ You dirty 
- 
said the prison­ 
er, “ if I had had my shells you fel- 
1< v , would have 
been taken 
aw«.v 
dead." 
The detectives searched the 
room and found his gun, w hich was: 
emprty under 
one corner 
of 
the 
mattress. There were no shells found 
with whi<*h to reload it. 
N oth in g so far has been learned of 
Cameron.’« previous c a n e r . except his 
prison 
record 
at 
Prince 
Albert for 
theft, lie is believed to have ban con ­ 


federates In the city, and at least a - 
sistan ts who hied him heavily In re­ 
turn for helping him to evade the po­ 
lice. 


Tin* police believe he most h a \c had 
at 
least $1000 in m oney 
upon his 
person at the time the murders wore 
com m itted. Less than $300 was found 
in the room he occupied at the hotel 
in Lcdue. when arrested. 
W ho got 
the other $800 
rem ains to be seen. 
Five $:’u bills that seemed to be so a k ­ 
ed with blood, w ere found hidden in 
an in.-nde seam of his trousers w hen 
his cloth in g was searched after ho 
had been brought to E dm onton. 
I did not know I had that much 
m oney on me." he said with a laugh, 
when confronted w ith the bills. 
T he blood stains on tho bills wljl 
be .submitted to *ho provincial au*alyst 
to decide w h eth er or not they are of 
hum an origin. 
The police are tak in g no chances 
with Cameron, who is regarded aa a 
desperate man. and he is under c o n ­ 
tinuou s guard w’hlle in the cells. 
The man known as “ C urley” Joe 
K .un e. who was associated with the 
murderer when the murder of Zap* 
pier took place, and w ho drove Cam ­ 
eron to a hotel, was*arrested by the 
pr ovi nci al police 
lie is being held 
as a ch ief w itm s s of 
the sh ootin g 
and 
is 
also charged w ith 
a id in g 
and abetting the murderer to escape.
